The  Council  is  to  be  congratulated  on  having  taken  necessary 
steps  to  remove  their  offices  to  more  commodious  and  suitable 
premises. 

There  has  been  no  serious  outbreak  of  any  Zymotic  disease 
during  the  year. 

In  7 out  of  13  monthly  reports,  there  has  been  no  record  of 
Infectious  Disease  of  any  kind  whatever.
